I a@i@ not collect any official data during my visit to the 

camp, nor can I suimit any accurate figures, dates and particulars 
of certain occurances which haye taken (and are still taking) place 
at the camp in Tubabao, The following information must, there- 
fore, be treated with a certain amount of reserve and can onky 

be relied and/or acted upon - only when it has been thoroughly 
ehecked for details and correctness with the persons concerned, 
namely with the camp inmates. Moreover, since my stay in the 
¢amp was but a brief one, and during which no serious incidents 
happened, most of the information contained herein and dealing 
with the general situation, as well as with separate incidents 
and cases was conveyed to me by my friends and other persons 
residing in the camp. This, therefore, is not an ~r-witness 
report, as most of the things I describe here were rather hsard 
than seen by me. 


My first impression of the camp in Tubabao was good, It 
is orderly, relatively clean and very Well disciplined. The 
Power Piant and Sub-stations are operated by the camp's Russion 
Engineers most efficiently and during the whole of the period 
of my stay there the supply of power was not cut once. The 
Water pipes have been laid to all districts of the camp and 
now everyone has ample supply of fresh water. The tents (though 
Old and lsaking during the rain) are neatly erected and the camp 
is kept clean by the camp inmates. fvery district has kitchens, 
showers and latrines built by the camp residents. Larger 
national groups of the camp population have their own headquarters 
where various registrations, documentation and other legal 
business are transacted. There are several churches in the 
Camp. There is, also, a theatre and a number of restaurants 
where those of the camp inmates who have momey can go. The 
Camp Police, consisting of the former members ef the Shanghai 
Sunieipal Police and Shanghai Volunteer Corps, is very efficient. 
Almost every inmate has his duty and does his (or her) work 
daily. The younger men look more cheerful than the older ones 
and general attitude in the camp is; By THEY is meant the IRO 
Administration in Tubabao Camp. It may seem strange but the fact 
Temains that the International Refugees Organisation which carned 
heartfelt gratitude of all of these 5,000 refugees for rescuing 
them from China and thus saving their lives from the communists, 
is referred to by the camp inmates as, Gestapo, GPU, ete., and 
28 called:"#icked," “eyil", "dishonest", and, even "inhuman".

If Japan or Soviet 
atrocities in the internment and P.0.W. camps were done by them

if this doctor is not removed from the camp presently, someone 
will have to be held responsible for neglecting 5000 IRO charges 
and for placing five thousand human lives in the hands of an 
incompetent and unkind doctor, who does not scem to realize that 
doctors are supposed to serve the peeple and not to drivs them 
to desperation. 


RESETTLEMENT. 


Hesettlement in the friendly countries is another mejor 
problem which refugees are facing with great anxiety. for 
obvious reasons (strict immigretion laws,in various countries, 
lack of transportation facilities, etc.) the resettlement of — 
the refugees from Tubabao is proceeding very slowly indeed. 
However, part of the blame for the delay in sending the people 
to difierent countries is placed by the camp inmates on Hr, 
Bogen, INO Resettlement Officer. He is comnonly known in the 
camp as "Public Enemy No. 1". it has been claimed by various 
people in the camp that he is very often deliberately retarding 
resettlement of different persons and/or groups, delaying the 
documentation and processing, hiding from individuels (ellegedly 
disliked by him) the fact that their visas are ready, or that 
they are being invited by a consulate in Manila to receive their 
documents (case of Gen. '.P. Saharoff American Consulate) 
ete., spreads false rumors (transfer of the camp to Germany or 
itely) intimidates people into doing what he wants and he is 
Wan expert” on intrigues and gossip, engages"low characters" 
to spy on certain persons, mainly on persons of some importance 
and/or prominence in the camp such as Leaders of National Groups 
(particularly - Mr. G. Kk. Bologeff)Heads of Organisations, etc. 
I heve not heard any reports on concrete cases against Soren, 
but it goes without saying that he is blamed for the inelliciency 
of the whole resettlement program.,and is extremely unpopular 
amore the camp population. it has been mentioned that he 
has been at one time interned in @ concentration camp in wWagzi 
Germany and the common saying in Tubabao is that he is “trying 
to run the IRO Kefugee Camp - along the same lines..." Another 
joke is as follows: Question; why the typhoons have not 
touched Tubabao, yet?" Answer; Because they (typhoons)know 
damn well that once they get in ~ Bogen will never let them 
‘out of the camp!" 


CONCLUSION. in my opinion, apart from the abovementioned three 
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problems (Food Situation, Health and Medical Care, and 

Resettlement problem) the refugees in the Camp on Tubabaco have 

no serious complaint. Naturally, life in tents (especially 

for sick or aged people) which are exposed to rain, wind and ts 
possible typhoons, etc, is far from being comfortable but 7? Pes: ae 
people knew it while in Shanghai and realised that the hardships “=. =) 
were ahead. And they readily and gratefully accepted this haven” 
generously offered by the Philippine Republic. They no less 

gratefully accepted the offer of the UN-IRO to transport them 

to Samar, to maintain the camp, to feed and look after their 

health, and to erganise final resettlement of those (oldest 

in the World) anti-Communists in the friendly democratic 

countries. 


Gratitude of the White Russians and other refugees in 
the Tubabao Camp goes from their hearts to the President, Government 
and the People of the Republic of the Philippines and to the 
United Nations Organisation. And it is a pity and great in- 
justice that minor, petty officials of the IRO do this noble 
Organisation by their behaviour. lHowevar, I believe that the 
Director of the International Refugee Organisation has now 
been fully informed on gross irregularities performed by several 
of his subordinates in Tubabao and that the necessary steps to 
rectify the damage and to improve the situation will soon be 
taken, Certainly, sending to the Cemp of a 1.b. Specialist is 
already a marked improvement. If the Io will follow suit in 
regard to reorganisation and improvements of other departments 
of their Administration in the Camp, their task would be more 
than half completed and the happier people will co-operate 
to a yet greater extent and will assist the IRO in its noble 
and huminitarian mission. 


With regard to the attitude of the Camp inmates towards 
the local Philippine Authorities - this is of profound gratitude 
and friendliest feeling.

With reference to my telephone conversation with the 
Secretary this morning I am explaining what facilities will 
be available at the I.R.O. Camp in the event of no Commonwealth 
Medical Officer being available. 


a. The examinations carried out during the visit to Samar 
of the previous team cisclosed that practically the whole of the 
rejections on medical grounds arose through the presence of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


5. The whole of the displaced persons in the camp were 
X-rayed by the American Public Health Service with the exception 
of those who arrived on the "Eaven". 


4. Pr. Ponsaford checked all the X-Ray films and the diag- 
nosis of the American team which concerned Austrslian applicants 
and was satisfied that the decisions reached were reliable. 


5. Those persons who arrived on the "Haven" (I understand 
that only about 80 of these have applied for Australia) were not 
Kerayed by the American Team. These people hold X-ray certi- 
ficates given by a “hinese medical firm which acted for the 
American Embassy in Shanghei. A few of these certificates were 
accepted by Dr. Ponsford. 


6. The films and certificates given by the American tean, 
relating to those persons who were X-rayed in the camp, are 
available and no risk should be involved regarding them. 


Ta Facilities are available in Guuian for taking X-ray 
films of the remainder (those from the "Haven") but, unless an 
expert has been sent to the camp, these would have to be sent 

to Manila for reliable reading. This could be done immediately 
on my arrival and there should be no delay in this regard. 


8B. As medical rejections by Dr, Ponsford, on grounds other 
than T.B.,were negligible there should be little or no risk in 

accepting certificates from the camp doctors so far as other 
physical conditions are concerned.

I Rave been directed to reply to your letter of 
the 27th March addressed to my Minister, written on behalf 
of a number of Brisbane residents of Russian birth and 
requesting Commonwealth action to bring a number of 
refugees to Australia from the Philippines. 


Your request has been given very careful considera- 
tion but, in view of the fact that all of the 5,500 
refugees moved to Samar by the International Refugee 
Organisation were given the opportunity of coming to this 
country, it is felt that the sending of a third selection 
team to the Philippines would not be justified as those 
available would be only those who did not volunteer én the 
fizst two occasions or who were unable to meet Australian 
selection oriteria. 


Towards the former, the Commonwealth feels no 
further obligation. Towards the latter, their desperate 
condition is appreciated, but the duty owed to the Austra- 
lian community renders any modification of selection 
eriteria out of the question. 


| Relatives of those already in Australia may come to 
Australia provided that they meet the required medical and 
security standards, can pay their own passages, and have 
accommodation and maintenance guaranteed for them. If these 
conditions prevail, an application by their relatives in 
Australia they may be issued with landing permits. Temporary 
_ accommodation in holding centres is not possible, however, in

Sir, 


I have the honour, by direction of the Minister, to 
refer to your letter of Sth February, 1950, concerning the re- 
settlement of the refugees remaining on Samar Island in the 
Philippines, 


I am advised by the Australian Immigration authorities 
that, following a request from the International Refugee 
Organisation in January 1949, an Australian Selection Mission went 
to Samar in March of that year with authority to select migrants 
from among those at Samar who measured up to the same standards as 
are applicable to displaced persons selected in Europe. 
Applications were received for five weeks and approximately 2,000 
yolunteers were interviewed. From these, a totel of 891 persons 
was accepted for resettlement in Australia. 


Selection was again reopened at Samar at the request 
of your Organisation in dune 1949, in order to allow those who hac 
not previously volunteered for resettlement, and more recent 
a from Shanghai, to have another opportunity of settling is 
Australia. 


Of the 5,500 refugees moved to Samar by 1.H,.0 
5,650 heve been interviewed by Australian Selection missig 
These include all those who volunteered for selection, 
number, all those meeting the Australian selection crite! 
numbering 1,572, have been resettled in Australia. In ar 
individual migration to Australia from Samar, including th 
movement of persons originally rejected on grounds of age, 
proceeding on the nomination of people already establisheg 
Commonwealth, 


While the Australian authorities fully reco, 
problem of I,R.0. in resettling the remaining refugees 5 
it is felt that the contribution already made by Austra 
considerable, in that Australia has already accepted sop 
the total number of refugees from Samar resettled in all 
countries of the Organisation. You will be aware, also 
Commonwealth's heavy commitments under its general migra’ 
-programmes, and of the strain which these programmes have 
housing and other facilities for the maintenance of migra 


The Australian Government regrets that in the 
stances it feecls unable to make a further direct contributio 
towards the solution of the particular problem of the rofugec 
Samar Ialand,

English was taught as a matter of course, Mnglish being 

normally used in business circles in Shanghai.

(f) There is no doubt in my inind that because of 

their association with British and Americans, many of these 
refugees have adopted western ideas and would fit into an 
English speaking community without difficulty. f am convinced 
that on the whole the types available are far superior to the 
general run of alien migrants who have been admitted in the 
past simply because they had relatives in Australia and 
otherwise came within the eligible eategories and 1 believe 
that in general they compare very favourably with a similar 
erose section of Australians. This conclusion was reached 
by all the other members of the team.

(a) As it was known that the greatest delays were 
likely to occur in obtaining security checks from Shanghal, 
every effort was made to submit full particulars to Lieut. 
Forers in that city as soon as they became avallable. 
Although practically 311 applications were sent to Shanghai 
before communications were interrupted, only sufficient 
reports were received to clear enough applicants to complete 
the passenger list for the "Haven" which left on 2/th May. 
Tiwas not known how many applicants had been actually processed 
in Shanghai efter Lieut. Rogers left that city. No further 
@irect communications were received until shortly before the 
team returned to Australia. Lieut. Rogers was of the opinion 
that the British Royal Naval Intelligence in Hong Kong would be 
in possession of records relating to the Far Fast and that 
Sithough it was not likely that these would give complete 
cover they would refer to the majority of important cases. 
Therefore, enquiries were made thmugh the Australian Consul- 
General in Manila as to whether any assistance could be obtained 
from this source. The result of these enquiries was disappointing 
a6 no renly was received by the Consul-General until it was 
too late to take any action. Tt was evident that the 
Australian Acting Consul-General in Shanghai and lir. 
Penhslluriack in Hong Kong had been in communication with the 
Department in Canberra but nothing definite regarding the situation 
was known in Samar. It was realized that with direct communication 
with Shanghai cut off certain factors could be known in the 
Department before reports reached me. The local position wa 
fully explained to the Department end direction sought as to 
what action should be taken in regard to security checks. 
infortumately my cablegram on this subject was mutilated in 
trensit end my request for a direction was not fully understood.

(a) In my opinion those cases which were not 
referred to Shanghai do not constitute a security risk.

The camp police include Inany former members of 
the Shenghesi Municipal Police and were responsible for passing 
on to me much useful information.

The hold-up to achieving this is that owing to 
eonditions existing in Shanghai final security screening 
eannot be effected for this 550. 


4. Lt. Rogers, who has just returned from Samar, 
advises confidentially that the only security records in 
Ghanghai ere those which Mr. H. F. Gill, Security and Control 
Officer, British Coneulate General, had. Lt. Rogers furnished 
the opinion that these records were incomplete and comprised 
e@ collection of disconnected information gleaned during Mr. 
Gill's former activities with the Shanghai police, The 
period of time required to check the 550 displaced persons 
acainst these records would be lengthy and would depend upon 
when the records are again accessible, which in the existing 
estate of affaires in the Far East cannot even be guessed. 


Lt, Hogers has completed his security check of all 
applicants in Gamar against local camp sources and has only 
hed oceseion to reject very few indee d on moral grounds or 
general conduct. He feels that the security risk against 
the 550 approved applicants awaiting shipment is negligible 
and to delay their departure to Australia in order to make 
further checks in Shanghai would be unwarranted.

Australia. it was also mentioned that it would be neces- 
sary tor each tamily group to contain suiticient wage 
earners to cover the other members. Im view of this it was 
understood that where there was reason to believe that a 
tamily group could be self-supporting, parents could be 
included in applications submitted by other members of the 
family who were in a position to provide tor their maints- 
nance. 


5S. Some such cases have been approved and have pro- 
ceesied to Australia on the s.s. “Haven”. An explanation of 
these cases is attached to tac nominal-roll which is ftorward- 
ed herewith.
